0®ar Mr. Focfce: 

W e have reviewed the comments forwarded by your letter 
of December IS, 1958 and contained in Civil Service Commission 
Chairman Harris Ellsworth*# December 10, 1958 letter concerning 
our request for exemption from certain previsions of the Govern- 
ment employees Training Act. We find the Commission's sub- 
stantive concurrence in the proposal helpful in avoiding possible 
complications between the existing responsibilities of the Central 
Intelligence Agency and those responsibilities now placed on the 
Civil Service Commission and others by the Act. 

Looking first to the comment regarding exemption from 
Section 10, we agree that the provision might read; "so much of 
Section 10 as provides, *in accordance with regulations issued by 
the Commission under authority of Section (8){a)'. 15 tV e also agree 
that on balance from the standpoint of congressional and public 
relations it may be well to avoid a formal exemption from Section 14, 
Ce do believe, however, that the exemption requested from Sections 
6 and lb of the Act would provide the measure of clarity we deem 
desirable in keeping with our basic request for exemption. 

ega ruing section JUL, upon reconsideration in the light of 
Chairman Ellsworth* s comments, we agree that exemption be 
requested from the whole of Section 11 rather than from only that 
portion referring to the Commission's regulations. The relief 
we desire might well not be provided by the exemption as originally 
propos ed. 
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SUce other change* m addition to the above have been agreed 
upon in our letter to the Bureau of the Budget, dated 4 October 19»8, 
a revised draft of the proposed Presidential Directive i* enclosed. 
This draft includes the cnangee agreed upon in our letter of 4 October 
aad the changes set forth above. 

V e again request that this proposed presidential Directive 
receive, the earliest possible consideration.
